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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: species 1: first embodiment, fig. 1 A; species 2: second 
embodiment, fig. 4; species 3: third embodiment, fig.5; species 4: fourth embodiment, 
fig. 6; species 5: fifth embodiment, fig. 7A; species 6: sixth embodiment, fig. 8; species 
7: ninth embodiment, fig. 9A; species 8: tenth embodiment, fig. 12; species 9: eleventh 
embodiment, fig. 13; species 10: twelfth embodiment, fig. 14; species 11: thirteenth 
embodiment, fig. 15; species 12: fourthteenth embodiment, fig. 16; species 13: fifth 
embodiment, fig.17A; species 14: sixteenth embodiment, fig. 18; species 15: 
seventeenth embodiment, fig. 19A; species 16: eighteenth embodiment, fig. 20A; and 
species 17: nineteenth embodiment, fig. 21 A.
